The city council Friday night in 
executive session passed a very 
portant ordinance, cutting loose 
from the county in the workhouse 
isiness. The city has owned five- 
eighteenths of the workhouse prop- 
erty and the county the rest. Tbe 
city has supplied four-fifths of the 
victs, paying for their board, 
len the convicts were worked by 
city, their labor had to be paid 
at regular rates, 
'he city had no voice in electing 
the keeper and altogether 
rangement proved so unsatisfactory 
that the city council has very wi 
ly concluded to dissolve the part- 
nership. 

The contract has been let for the 
erection of an addition to the city 
building that will increase the ca- 
pacity of the lockup to 16 men and 
the convicts will be boarded by the 
city teamster, as at present, when 
they are not sent to the workhouse, 
at 35 cents a day, and required to 
work out their fines on the streets. 

The present cost of the workhouse 
to the city is about $1400 and it 
estimated that an average ot ten 
prisoners can be maintained under 
the new arrangement at consider- 
ably less. The contract with the 
county can be terminated at any 
time by either party, and this no- 
tice has been given.

side of Africa as far as the. Vail river, 
beyond which it appears to have been 
unknown. In this respect it closely 
resembled the white-tailed gnu, 
which, however, is known to have 
crossed that river in one district. 
Curiously enough, says Knowledge, 
the two species live in close com- 
radeship, and in the old days their 
vast herds formed a striking feature 
in the landscape of the open plains 
of the Orange River colony. Owing 
to its rank flavor, and especially its 
yellow fat, the flesh of the quagga 
was almost uneatable by Europeans, 
al though it was keenly rel ished by the 
Hottentote, who, in the early days of 
Cape colony, were largely fed upon it 
by their Dutch masters. 

Whether this was the cause of its 
comparatively early disappearance 
from that part of the country it is 
now impossible to say, but certain it 
is that when Sir Cornwallis Harris 
made his trip to the interior in 1836, 
quaggas were no longer to be met 
vith in any number in Cape Colony, 
Jt hough Col. Hamilton Smith, writ- 
ng a few years later, states that they 
vere still to be found within its Uni- 
ts. North of the Vaal river they oc- 1 
urrcd, however, in their original ! 
multitude, and it was not till about 
the middle of the last century that 
the Boers took to hide hunting, and 
thus in a few years accomplished the 
extermination of the species. 

The quagga could be broken easily 
to harness, and it would seem prob- 
able that the species could have been 
more easily domesticated than any of 
its South African relatives. Another 
trait in its disposition is worth men- 
tion. It was said to be the boldest 
and fiercest of the whole equine tribe, 
attacking and driving off both the 
wild dog and the spotted hyena. On 
this account the Boers are stated to 
have frequently kept a few tame 
quaggas on their farms, which were 
turned out at night to gTaze with 
the horses, in order to protect them 
from the attacks of beasts of prey.

ARSENICAL POISONING. 

Said to Be « Crate of Cancer and 

Other Diseases. 
For a long time it has been known, 
says the London Hospital, that ar- 
senic was capable under certain con- 
ditions of producing Hcrious lesions. 
The very serious outbreak of arsenic- 
al poiaoL! ng arising from gross con- 
tamination of beer which recently 
caused so much suffering in the north 
of England has done much, to arouse 
interest in the nature of the toxic ac- 
tion of arsenic. Much important ma- 
terial has been collected and numer- 
ous suggestions have opened up fresh 
paths for investigation. It would 
seem that much of the "alcoholic neu- 
ritis" so long a common clinical en- 
tity in Manchester and district, was 
really of arsenical origin. 

It is, of course, irrational and un- 
scientific to jump to the conclusion, 
as some have done, that all peripheral 
neuritis in alcoholics was of arsenical 
catssation, but the proof is clear that 
in some districts arsenic has for many 
years been present in appreciable 
quantities in malt liquors. There is 
also good ground for believing that 
the muscular degeneration which so 
conspicuously involved the myocardi- 
um of beer drinkers, produced the so- 
called "alcoholic dilatation of the 
heart," formerly exceedingly com- 
mon in Lancashire, al-<> arose in many 
cases from the action of arsenic. It 
would seem that alcohol has the pow- 
er of increasing the toxic action of 
arsen ic on human tissues. 

An uttempthas been made to show 
that beriberi, an important tropical 
disease fortunately but rarely met 
with in this country, is also depend- 
ent on the introduction of arsenic. 
The main evidence presented is that 
arsenic has been found in the hair of 
beriberi patient*. But Dr. Patrick 
Mason has recently shown that Chi- 
nese tobacco often contains appre- 
ciable quantities of arsenic intro- 
duced apparently mainly with the 
idea of giving the weed a garlic flavor. 
And Oautier, it will be remembered, 
has contended that arsenic must be 
considered a normal constituent of 
hair and other human tissues, al- 
though it must be admitted thatsuch 
contention has not received adequate 
substantiation. 

Mr. Jonathan Hutehinson seeks to 
show that arsenic may have an 
ip to cancer. In

s'' cancer is 
itation of ar- 

dust nor wood ashes would cause it 
has been long recognized. Neither 
charcoal burners nor coul miners are 
liable to soot cancer. Its subject- an 
chimney sweepers, stokers, garden erg 
and others who come in contact with 
coal soot. Now coal soot coi taini 
large quantities of arsenic, and t lie 
in chimney sweepers if, in all 
speots, exactly like that which oci 
occasionally in connection with i 
long continued medicinal use of 
senic. The chain of evidence ap- 
pears therefore to be complete."' 

Mr. Ilut<-hin*>n now advances st 
a step further. "That the habit of 
smoking is productive of cancer may 
be taken to be as well established as 
that exposure to coal soot can cause 
it; but we have not yet demonstrated 
that in this instanceit is the presence 
of arsenic in tobacco that is influen- 
tial." Mr. Hutchinson is rich in sug- 
gestions, but we venture to think 
that, until more adequate evidence is 
forthcoming, pathologists must ab- 
stain from any dogmatic expression 
which can only hinder progress and 
give rise to needless anxiety to th* 
public. 

A Primitive Clock. 

A naturalist, whilst visiting Great 
Sangir, one of those islandsof the In- 
dian ocean known, as the Celebes or 
Spice islands, found a curious time- 
recorder lodged in the house of a ra- 
jah. Two bottles were firmly lashed 
together and fixed in a wooden frame. 
A quantity of black sand ran from one 
bottle into the other in just half an 
hour, and when the upper bottle was- 
empty the frame was reversed. 
Twelve short sticks, marked with 
notches from one to twelve, were hung 
upon a string. A hook was placed 
between the stick bearing the num- 
ber of notches corresponding to the 
hour last struck and the one to be 
struck next. The sentry announced 
the time by striking the hour on a 
large gong. 

Diamond-Cutting Extraordinary.

The archduke rises at 
five every morning, and begins his 
studies at six. After two hours' work 
with one of bis many tutors, he takes 
an interval for breakfast and goes 
back to bl> books from nine till 12 
o'clock. Lunch is taken at noon, and 
from one till three la the afternoon 
the archduke performs military drill, 
which consists of riding, fencing, gym- 
nastics, marching, sword drill, re- 
Tolver drill and trench digging. 
Studies are resumed at 4:30, and con- 
tinue till six p. in., which is the din- 
ner hour. After dinner Archduke 
Karl spends an hour with his mother 
and younger brother, and goes back 
to his book* for another hour before 
retiring to reat punctually at nine 
'clock. 

Twice a week he attends lectures on 
science at the Schotten high school, 
in order that he may see something of 
life at a public school. Hut he has none 
of the fun. He goes solemnly in the 
court equipage with his tutor, Count 
Wallis, and with detectives in plain 
clothes swarming about— for his life 
is valuable. He sits in the front row 
with the other pupils, but is permit- 
ted to have practically no intercourse 
with them. 

It can be no particular gratification 
to him that he is heir to great wealth. 
He gets $40,000 a year just for being 
an archduke, and as it accumulates un- 
til he comes of age at 20, he will then 
have nearly $1,000,000, besides a con- 
tinuation for life of the $40,000. When 
he ascends the throne he inherit* the 
private property apportioned to each 
emperor, supposed to be worth about 
1,000,000 a year.

THE SIZE OF ATOMS. 

Hoted Scientists In Practical Agree- 
ment on Difficult Problem 

Mr. H. V. Biilout recently read a 
paper before the Physical Society of 
London on "The Size of Atoms." 
This inquiry, which dates back to the 
time of the ancient Greeks, has in re- 
cent times received increasing atten- 
tion; and for advanced physical re- 
search the :ize of the atom as the ul- 
timate unit of matter is becoming of 
as much importance as standardizing 
the unit of length once was, and as 
the units of electrical measurements 
j were quite recently. In this country, 
the problem ha? been attacked by- Prof. 
Clerk Maxwell, Lord Kelvin, and 
others, and on the continent among 
others by Loschmidt, Nernst, Ost- 
wald and Van dor Whals. From the 
methods employed it would seem 
that they reached only the penulti- 
mate state of matter. Mr. Ridout, in 
his paper the other day, started from 
the dissociation of electrolysis of 
Prof. Arrhenttis, of Stockholm, and 
by a series of simple geometrical op- 
erations and the application of estab- 
lished electrical formulae found as a 
result that the ion or electrified atom, 
as constituting the smallest quantity 
of matter which can take part in 
electrolytic action, is in the case of 
hydrogen about l-£86-millionth of an 
inch in diameter, and that the errors 
possible to the method are limited toa 
few percent. In tin. discussion which 
followed the reading of the paper. 
Lord Kelvin reviewed the subject 
generally from the mathematical 
standpoint, antl the recent theerj of 
electrons. In the course of his re- 
marks he noted as a strange coinci- 
dence that by an entirely distinct se- 
rif! of operations his latest compu- 
tation gave a figure which was prac- 
tically the same as that found by Mr, 
Ridout. — London Times.

Frankfort, Ky„ Feb. 11.— The 
judgment of the Marion Circuit 
the long and short-haul 
the Louisville & Nashville 
Railroad Company against the Com 
monwealth was reversed by the 
Court of Appeals at to-day's » 
sion. 

The opinion of the court here 
that the investigation of the State 
Railroad Commission, and an 
verse decision by it against the 
railroad company, is necessary in 
every case before an indictment can 
be had under Section 820 of the 
statutes (the long and short-haul 
law); that no declaration of the 
State Railroad Commission on the 
subject of competition in freight 
can be projected in the future, but 
must act alone in the present and 
past. 

Judge Barker delivered the opin- 
ion of the court, the full bench con- 
sidsring the case. Judges Hobson, 
Nunn and Settle dissent from the 
majority opinion, and the first- 
amed writes a dissenting opinion. 
The actions, quite a large number 
of them, were by indictment against 
the L. & N. Company by a Marion 
county grand jury for violation of 
the long and short-haul section of 
the Kentucky statutes. In each 
case the company was found guilty 
in the lower court and fined. The 
court here say's peremptory instruc- 
tions should have been given for the 
company.

FARMERS ORGANIZE. 



Tobacco Growers Will Present 
Petition to Congress. 



nr. W. W. Radfoid Makes Strong 
Argument Before Meeting 
—Other Speake'rs. 



The Tobacco Growers' Associa- 
tion of the Dark Tobacco District 
of six counties, met here Wednes 
nay at one o'clock. 

The meeting was called to order 
by Chairman C. H. Fort, who made 
remarks on the power of the press 
in educating the public and form- 
ing the powerful force of public 
opinion. 

The association is now a little 
more than a year old. After a dis- 
cussion pro and con, it was dicided 
to take in all parties who were in- 
terested in the growth and sale of 
tobacco. The main efforts have 
been directed to effecting an organ- 
ization. The main purpose now 
before.the -association is the pre- 
senting of a petition to congress to 
get the burdensome tax of six ceutat 
taken off the sale of leaf tobacco. 

Mr. W. W. Radford made some 
remarks, saying that farmers are 
much interested in tobacco until 
after their tobacco is sold, and 
then interest falls off. But some 
see further and know that the time 
will soon roll around when we must 
sell tobacco again if they expect 
for it to be of any use to them. It 
is hard to make the farmers believe 
that they can do anything. It is 
bard to make them believe that 
they have to pay a tax on their 
tobacco. But they certainly do 
have to pay this tax and it just 
takes so much off the price of their 
tobacco. There used to be a tax on 
quinine and most people could not 
afford to buy a bottle ot it, but at 
soon as the tax was taken off every 
body could buy it, the factoriei 
had to double their capacity, th« 
sales were so great. It will be 
similar with our tobacco. If we 
get the tax off there will be a 
mand for twice as much and 
they will not have \o pay this six 
cents, they can and will buy it, and 
pay more for it. They now have to 
pay four or five times as much for 
the mixture of liquorice and tobac- 
co and it does not go to us. The 
tax enables the trust to force them 
to buy that or none. 

Let us see what it would do if we 
could get this tax off of tobacco 
would amount to your home and my 
home being out of debt. It is r 
party question, but all Democrats 
and Republ.cans, white and black, 
are all interested; when we are all 
nited on it they will have to heed 
s. See what the trusts have done! 
See how many buyers they have 
knocked out. At Henderson, tbey 
have about knocked them all out 
In Clarksville they still have a few 
and a few in Hopkinsville. In 
Clarksville there are 5 factories now 
idle. What is the truth? The 
American Tobacco Company and 
the English Tobacco Company com- 
bined and then men can't sell a 
pound of strips and they are knock- 
ed out of the market and down goes 
the price of strip tobacco as was 
done in Henderson." 

Mr. Fort called on some one to 
give some further talks, 

Mr. Mims then made the follow- 
ing remarks: 

"Our prices are what is fixed in 
Liverpool. We have to compete 
with the whole world and to wait on 
open market for all we have to sell 
and that without tax, let or hinder- 
ance. The tariff is all for the man- 
ufacturers, and they say it is for 
the laborers, but they don't count 
the laborers on the farm. The men 
who has to work not 9 hours a day 
but from sun to sun, often 16 hours. 
I m ant the people to unite. Look 
how they have united in the labor 
organization. Why if the hun- 
dreds of thousands of those labor- 
ers can unite in the labor union 
can't we? I say we can. I say if 
we will come with the same solid 
front we can accomplish something. 
The consumer now has to pay eight 
times the first eost. • We ought to 
demand of the United States con- 
gress that they give us this justice. 
We must make some sacrifice to ac- 
complish one thing. We must 
stand up for principle and work for 
others as ourselves. We must 
show to the world that we are not 
fools and that we can do something. 
A few men don't amount to much,

WASHINGTON LETTER SOLD. 

)ne to Patrick Henry Brought $580 
at Auction Sale of Autographs.

M. de Turine has invented a new 
style of book for the blind.

f he coupon ballots will be deposited in a ballot box [with 
two keys. One of these keys will be held by County Judge W.T, 
Fowler and the other by Mayor Jouett Henry. The box will be 
opened not oftener than once a week, all ballots then in it taken 
out, counted and certified to, sealed up in an envelope and 
replaced in the ballot box. The envelope will contain a state- 
ment of the vo<es in it, so that its contents will not need to be 
counted again until the official count at the close of the contest. 

The last week of the contest the ballots may be deposited 
without showing them, so that the close of the contest may be 
secret and exciting to the end. 



"PAGAN" AND "HEATHEN." 

Originally Referred to Rural Peoplf 
—Cities the Centers of Civilization. 

Curiously enough, the word "pa- 
gan" and "heathen are to be ac- 
counted Cor by turning again- to the 
simpler folk of the eountr\ -uk', sajrs 
the New Orleans Times-.i)einuer»t. 
The enlightening and civilizing in- 
fluences which reached the lit tie cen- 
ter" of population diid not pass into 
the remoter sections, and hence the 
plodder in rural districts was the last 
to take up the broader and brighter 
view of life. Pagan was "a country- 
man, and hence a heathen,'' from the 
Latin paganus, according to Skeate 
"(1) a villager, a countryman; (2) a 
pagan because the rustic people were 
supposed! to be unconverted at a time 
when townsmen were converts." A 
more remote connection is found in 
the Latin pagua, "a district, can- 
ton." So a heathen is defined as "a 
pagan, unbeliever," originally "a 
dweller on a heath." Here again the 
idea is that "dwellers in remote dis- 
tricts are the last to be converted." 
According to another authority, 
"heathen takes its sense from heath 
and untitled earth." Recurring to 
Trench one may find a fuller and 
more complete history of the word, 
now become so odious in its signifi- 
cance because of its newer meaning. 
Trench says: "Pagani, derived from 
pagus, a village, had at first no re- 
ligious significance, but designated 
the dwellers in hamlets and villages 
as distinguished from the inhabitants 
of towns and cities. It was, indeed, 
often applied to all civilians as con- 
tradistinguished from the military 
caste; and this fact may have had a 
certain influence when the ideas of 
the faithful, as soldiers of Christ, 
was strongly realized in the minds of 
men. But it was mainly in the fol- 
lowing way that it grew to be a name 
for those alien from the faith of 
Christ: The church fixed itself first 
in the seat* and centers of intelli- 
gence, in the towns and cities of the 
ttoman empire; in them its earliest 
triumphs were won; while long after 
these had accepted the truth, 
heathen superstitions and idolatries 
lingered on in the obscure hamlets 
and villages; so that pagans or vil- 
lagers, came to be applied to all th« 
remaining votaries of the old and de- 
cayed superstitions. • * * * In an 
edict of the Emperor Valentinian, of 
date A. D. 368, pagan first assumes 
this secondary meaning. Heathen 
has run a course curiously similar. 
When the Christian faith first found 
its way into Germany it was the wild 
dwellers on the heaths who were the 
slowest to accept it, the last probably 
whom it reached."

A BOWLDER DROPPED IN. 

Strange Happenings at the Home of 
a California Quarryman, 

A thousand-pound bowlder crashed 
through the roof of the house of N. W 
Dildine, at Kennett, and came near 
resulting fatally to Mrs. Dildine and 
family, says the San Francisco Call. 
Dildine is foreman at Holt & Gregg's 
lime quarry, r«»ar Kennett, and live; 
with his family in a small house neai 
the scene of operations at the works 
He ha3 always warned his wife and 
children to leave the house while 
blasting was going on in the quarry, 
as there was danger of rocks falling 
and causing damage. They had be- 
come accustomed to remaining in and 
not being hurt 

The other morning they stayed in- 
doors and came near being killed as 
a consequence. There are two beds 
in the room they occupy. The beda 
were four feet apart. Mrs. Dildine 
and the children were all sitting on 
one bed. A big blast went off, and a 
bowlder weighing 1,000 pounds 
crashed through the roof of the 
house and struck the bed opposite 
the one on whicji they were sitting. 

Bed, bed clothing and parts of the 
cabin were scattered down the hill 
for several hundred yards, but 6trange 
to say no one was seriously hurt 
though the occupants rolled down the 
hill with the wreck. 

No Pension for Corns. 

A veteran of the Spanish war re- 
cently appealed to the secretary of 
tho interior, claiming a pension on 
account of corns that he had con- 
tracted by wearing army shoes. Tho 
department, after an exhaustive 
course of reason ing, comes to the con- 
clusion that corns nre not a pension- 
able disability. The decision says: 
"Corns are inconvenient, but are 
seldom incapacitating, and when 
they are the remedy is simple and 
within easy reach of anyone. The 
soldier's patriotism ought not to ter- 
minate- with his military service. It 
should prompt him to go to a 
chiropodist rather than to the pen- 
sion bureau," 



SYSTEM BETTING IS VAIN. 
A Gambler's Delusion That Causes 
Losses of Big Fortunes. 

Experienced dealers in the game 
of chance invariably declare that it 
is impossible to conceive of abetting 
system that will prove successful. 

Last summer, according to the 
Philadelphia Press, a theorist watched 
of the roulette games at Sarato- 
ga for several successive nights and 
conceived a system that he thought 
as "just the thing." 
"The bank saves itself by its lim- 
it," he said. "If 1 could persuade the 
proprietor to take off the limit I'd 
beat that game " 

Seeking the proprietor, he pre- 
ferred his request. 

"'Got a system?" asked the propri- 
etor, with a smile. 

"A winningsystem,'' -vas lha reply. 
Now, this great system consisted 
of playing red or blaek, no numbers, 
and doubling every loss and repeating 
the winning bet. 

Thus, if he chose red to plsy he bet 
$1. Losing, he bet two; losing this 
he bet four. 

If red then came up he would win 
$4, being one ahead, and repeating 
bis $4 bet if red followed he would be 
$5 ahead. 

This successive turn up of the 
color he bet on he had calculated, 
based on his observations, would occur 
50 times in 10O and make his win- 
nings, for he would change his color 
every time he went back to his initial 
bet. 

On the night of his experiment he 
chose red to begin on and black won. 

On his tenth play he weakened, for 
two things broke on his mind: First, 
that if he did win that bet his profit 
would be only $1, and that if the run 
continued he would need the capital 
of a bank to play. He was out as it 
was $1,023. 

If he had continued to double to 
the seventeenth Let he would have 
been $131,071 out. 

His system had gone to pieces on 
the first application. Yet after he 
stopped the run of color was about as 
he had co unted o n for an hour.
